County Industry 
Spends Huge Sum 
For Expansion

More than $100,000,000 has 
been invested in erection or ex­ 
pansion of factories in'the Los 
Angeles Industrial area to date 
this year, according to a report 
published by the Industrial de­ 
partment of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce.

The Chamber pointed out 206 
new factories, creating- 13,212 
new Jobs, were erected at a cost 
of 156,673,006, while existing 
plants were ° expanded with re- 
lultant creation of 23,888 new 
lobs by Investment of $57,736,- 

336: Total Investment was 
$114,409,342.

In September $6,163,250 was 
ivested in new or expanded 

plants creating 1,189 jobs. Last 
month 27 new factories were 
completed with an Investment 
of $760,600 while 32 plants were 
ixpanded with investment of 

$4,408,250.

nia. During fiscal 1946 per ca­ 
pita taxes averaged $619.

Federal taxes per capita in 
California averaged $359.49 for 
fiscal 1946, a drop of $57.96 
from the peak $417.45 per capi­ 
ta for fiscal 1945.

State taxes per capita aver­ 
aged $65.86 for fiscal 1946, up 
$3.24 from the $62.62 .average 
for fiscal 1945. Local levies 
averaged $44.94 per capita, up 
$6.14 from the $38.80 collections 
per person for fiscal 1945. '

Fiscal 1941, the year Immedi­ 
ately preceding the war, saw per 
capita tax collections of $152.06, 
with $57.27 for the federal gov­ 
ernment, $61.13 for the state, 
and $43.66 for the local govern­ 
ments. Five years before, fiscal 
1938, tax collections averaged 
$103.08 per capita in California, 
with $31.49 for the federal gov­ 
ernment, $29.99 for the. state, 
and $41.68 for thef JodDgov-
